Some tme ago0，news came from Canada that the local 
community resented wealthy Hong Kong Chinese immi- 
grants，whose interest in real estate had allegedly caused an 
unprecedented rise in land and housing prices，especially in 
the major cities. As a result，legislation was passed to curb 
real estate Speculation as well as foreign investment. 

Canadian Chinese are our kin and neighbors. We share 
many of the same problems and aspirations. When this type 
of community resentment manifests itself in concrete expres- 
sions in anation's pojlitical and legislative body, it is indeed a 
Serious matter. There ls no survey or opinion poll amongst 
the Canadian Chinese on their feelings and reactions to such 
Slow Surfacing of dqiscrimination. Nevertheless we sense their 
concern and bewilderment，especially on reading of commu- 
Pity resentment towards the seemingly large number of Chi- 
nese medical students in Canadian universities. (See page5 
ofthis lssue.) 

We recognize the fact that overseas Chinese everywhere 
are diligent business people who are interested im all types of 
commercial activities，including real estate. We also recog- 
nijze that the Chinese family- stresses the importance of 
higher learning for the young. Parents would make all Sorts 
of sacrifices to put their children through colleges，including 
medical schools. But how can anyone fault a person or 3a 
Sroup ,for his or their achievement in the commercial and 
academic fields 一 and, for that matter, in any area2?

CONCLUDE STUDY IN CHINA 


HONG KONG 一 Victor and 
Brett de Bary Nee，co-authors of 
“Longtime Californ ”concluded 
their study at Peking University 
and the Peking Language Insti- 
tute recently. They arrived in 
Hong Kong January 29 on their 
way home to the U.S， 

They studied Chinese at the 
Language Institute from Novem- 


| ber 1973 to the summer of 1974. 


Then they went to Peking Univer- 
Sity for one semester studying 
literature，according to a _ report 
published in the Ta Kung Pao. 


Victor Nee holds degrees in Far 
Eastern and American history 
from the University of California 
and Harvard.， His wife，a Ful- 
bright Fellow，has a degree in 
Japanese literature' 

VILLAGES 

Like all the students in China， 
the Nees spent a portion of their 
time in the villages. They said 
that the experience has helped 
them to understand the relation- 
ship between revolution and pro- 
duction. “There were three big 
increases im production， said 
MIT. Nee: “One was after the 
establishment of the people's 
communesi the second was after 
the_ beginning of the Cultural 
Revolution; and the third was 
after the beginning of the move- 


ment to _criticize Lin Piao and 
Confucius.” 
CRITICISM 

When asked in what ways the 
movement pushed production， 
Mr. Nee said,“Through the criti- 
cism movement，the poor an 
lower-middle peasants were able 


to criticize the conservative think- ， 


ings which existed in their minds 
and which, if you trace their ori- 
gin, you would find，were Confu- 
cian concepts. One of such ideas 
was that the peasants were stu- 
pid and had no knowledge and 
only the scholars were intelligent 
and superior. All these conserva- 
tive ideas had a deep influence on 
their minds and _ through the 
movement the peasants could 
criticize these ideas and liberate 
their minds. This had an immedi- 
ate impact on the peasants and 
on production. For example，in 
the production brigade we stayed 
with，the main labor force con- 
sisted of women. The women now 
criticize the influence of Confu- 
cius and demand full equality 
with men and equal pay for equal 
WorK.” 
HOME CHORES 

Mr， Nee continued by citing 
another vivid example: “In the 
village both men and women 
work in the fields. But before the

In 1972 when Iapplied in Hong 
Kong for a visa to enter China, I 
was amazed and taken by sur- 
prise at the many questions re- 
garding my forebears 二 their 
names，birthplaces，and Where- 
abouts. These questions forced 
me to think for a moment about 
my family history. Many of my 
relatives came to the United 
States in the 1880's， MYy first 
uncle came and jlater died in 
Oakland in 1906; my second 
uncle came and returned to China 
before I was born; my father was 
tihirdq aiid he came in the late ”80s 
or early 90s and made one return 
trip to China and brought my 
mother to this country; my fourth 
uncle came in the '80s or '90s and 
worked as a cook in Mendocino 
and Fort Bragg _ until his retire- 
ment and died in Berkeley in the 
40s; my fifth uncle was the only 
one Who never came and was a 
School teacher in our village, the 
Chungshan，Nom Long，Iee Oak 
Bin Village. 工 mention this as a preface to point out that my family 
were among the early Chinese pioneers in California. 

EARTHQUAKE 

Iwas born in San 了 Francisco in 1902 in a building where the present 
Jing Mee Studio is located.Iwas not quite 4 years old when the 1906 
earthquake and fire hit San Francisco. The calamity was so greatthat 
even though a small jad,I can still remember snatches of 让 一 my 
parents and others trying to decide whether or not to leave the 
building where we lived, until we were finally forced out by soldiers: 
Our family，with others, took a circuitous route to the Fishermen's 
Wharf. We then took a boat to Coaling Station in the Marin, then to 
the Chinese Shrimp Camp in Richmond. After a few days，word 
came that there was no more rice, and we took the cue to leave. We 
then went to a clansman's ranch in Courtland for a short stay. Our 
next stop was Oakland where we stayed for a few months and thence 
back to San Francisco in the fall, celebrating our first Thanksgiving 
in a tenement on Clay Street. After one more move,， we settled into 
the building on the corner of Sacramento and Dupont Streets，close 
to whereTwas born.

SCHOOLS 

TI first attended the kindergarten and Sunday School at the First 
Chinese Baptist Church, half a block from where Ilived, under Miss 
Ames of sainted memory. Atthe sametime, Iattended the Soo Yuen 
Tong Chinese School across the street from our house. On the very 
first day of school, I brought offerings of chicken, roast pork and a 
bunch of green onions (the latter symbolizing precociousness) to 
worship the deified Confucius，but these gifts were actually meant 
forthe teacher, the old scholar Fong Kay Bak.

Primers，and then the Four Books; and listening to lectures on the 
Three 上 ingdoms in the evening.

Shortly 
thereafter TIquit, learning that there was a free Chinese school at the 
Congregational Church on Brenham Place under the kindly Mrs. 
Chin Toy. She was quite a _ contrast to the stern old scholar，MIT. 
FEong. However，my study there was rather brief，as in 1913 our 
family moved to the corner of Stockton and Washington streets. I 
then went to the Chinese school at the Methodist Church under Mrs. 
Chan Lok Shang.
